The cost of running our schools during the year, em- 
bracing teachers salaries and miscellaneous expenses, is 
$1,157 59. We have tried to be as frugal in our expendi- 
tures as we could without impairing the school work. A 
change in arithmetics was decided necessary and after care- 
ful consideration the Wentworth series were adopted. We 
have been well pleased with our choice as we noted the im- 
provement over the old book and the interest our scholars 
took in thé study. Within the Jast two years new readers 
and arithmetics, also Blaisdell’s physiologies, “How to keep 
well,” and vertical copy books have been added to our list 
of improvements, for without ‘‘good tools” we cannot expect 
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good work. The town system of providing school books for 
every scholar at a much less expense than could possibly be 
under the old system, is another measure which produces 
best results. We have had but nineteen weeks of school 
during the year, and in that short time I believe we have 
made steady progress. Our teachers with two exceptions 
were teachers of some experience and in our judgement the 
work for the past year has been fully up to the average. 
We have no failures to report, at the same time there is 
room for improvement. Instruction in essentials should be 
emphasized; the pupil should not be confused with non- 
essentials when we have no time to spare; too much should 
not be attempted and too little accomplished. Classes of 
one scholar each and two or more classes only a few pages 
apart in the same study are evils in our schools which invite 
the cordial co-operation of parents and school board to 
remedy. There should be but two classes in grammar, two 
in geography and no more than three in written arithmetic 
in any of our schools. Most of our school houses need some 
repairing and all need maps and globes. As a rule the 
school houses should be agreeable to the eye and attractive 
every way as the best house in the neighborhood. Through 
the kindness of Dr. Talbot the East Holderness school 
house was painted during the fall term and in behalf of the 
town we wish to express our thanks. Now if the district 
furnish some new seats and more of them, it would be a 
great improvement. 


We regret to say that during the past year, as in for- 
mer years, there is a lack of interest in some of the districts 
on the part of the parents. I have taken the names from 
the register and from among the parents who are sending 
one hundred and four children to our schools only twenty- 
eight have taken the time to look in and see how things 
were going. Parents come in. You will be welcomed by 
the teacher and the scholars will be delighted to show you

their time is not spent in vain. You will agree that the 
teacher is a faithful servant, that your neighbors children 
give herno more trouble than your own and that most of 
the pupils of our little town are surely and steadily acquir- 
ing that knowledge which will be of so much importance to 
them when their schoo] days are over and they go out into 
the world to fight its battles and win for themselves posi- 
tions among their fellow men.
